DOES NOT MEAN WAR 


(By United Press) 


W ashington. PFb. 26 Armed 
neutrality for the United States 
is President Wilson's answer to 
Germany's declaration to wage 
a relentless warfare with sub­ 
marines. 
The ^resident 
told 
the joint session pf congress at 
I o’clock this afternoon of his 
intention and asfed for means 
of protection by American land 
and sea forces, if necessary, on 
the high seas. 


He cited Germany's intention 
as indicated by a long series of 
ruthless w arfare- and told con­ 
gress that m aterial things could 
no longer be coAidered in the 
grave 
international 
situation 
now developing. 


There rem ain s'but one great 
principle to be upheld and that 
is the rights an i privileges of 
the American c e re u s . 


Piesident 
Wilson 
indicated 
clearly that the action did not 
necessarily 
mean 
war. 
Once 
before this has occurred when 
the United States declared arm ­ 
ed neutrality with France. 


President Wilson declared he 
is the friend of peace, and said 
he did not want 
war 
which 
would only come through the 
action of this country, but we 
must defend our commerce and 
the lives 
of oar 
people. 
He 
asked for power to use arms 
and for credit tdr enforce Ameri­ 
ca ’s rights, but stated nothing 
specific, 
but it is possible 
to 
predict that he also wanted suf 
ficient credit to insure the Am­ 
erican sailings. 
He stated that 
although no overt act had been 
committed that it was foolish 
to deny that the situation is 
fraught with the gravest pos­ 
sibilities and dangers. 
Chairman Flood called a meet­ 
ing of the house foreign affairs 
committee even before the pres­ 
ident's address was completed 
and a bill is being drafted that 
will give President Wilson all 
the power he wants. 


President Wiltons determ ina­

Letter Shows to What Extremes Exponents 
of the Measure wiil go to Gain 
their Ends 


Tile following la a copy of a letter 
sent to Senator Gardner by a pre­ 
tended supporter of th** tonnage tax 
hill, and allows the injustice of (hi1 
bill and the falaclcs of Hie reasons 


offered in support of its passage: 


Senator George It. Gardner, 
Saint Paul, Minnesota. 
Hear Mr. Gardner: 
When the ton­ 
nage tax hill cornea before lh*' senate 
I want you to vote for It. 
It Is a 
good law and you want to rush it 
right through; many a good law has 
been lost because someone stopped to 
think. 
The proud ami wealthy state 
of Minnesota Itself owns Iron lands; 
these lamia have been leased to oper­ 
ator* who probably considered the 
market value of ore and Hie cost of 
production and have made contracts 
with the atate whereby they could 
mine and remove the ore on paying 
2ft cents per ton Into the state treas­ 
ury. 
lit these transactions the •tate 
exercised the business end of Its gov­ 
ernmental powers, entered the busi­ 
ness world ami 
made contracts In 
behalf of Its citizens. 
Mince 
then 
things have changed. 
These levees 
have 
invested 
large 
amounts 
of 
money in building roads, removing 
overburdens, sinking shafts aud In­ 
stalling machinery 
and 
have 
pill 
themselves In such shape thai they 
would rattier pay a little more Into 
the slate treasury than 
lose what 
they have Invested. 
The matter Is 
now Iii shape that we can play the 
law making power of the state and 
‘ ell our ore to the same fellows for 
a better price and make these tax 
dodgers support Hie slate, 
it 
will 
lessen our own taxes quite a little. 
This bill will also reach the opera­ 
tors who 
have leases 
on 
private 
lands, they also have invested their 
money pursuant to the terms of their 
leases aud can't 
dodge 
us.

claim that the legislature

right to puss laws which change the 
rights of parties under e x i t i n g con 
tracts; that such a thing never win 
heard of before nor tolerated by til*' 
courts 
They claim that when they 
made their leases they took Into con­ 
sider at Ion the usual taxes to he paid 
In the flit lire, hut did not und could 
not contemplate a law 
unusual in 
every respect which compelled them 
to pay 20 per cent more for their 
Now George, this I 
serious 
feat tire ami I wouldn't 
say 
much 
about It 
lf there Isn't any prece­ 
dent for thin law you can make nm*, 
and we may never have to follow it 
ourselves, but precedent or no pre** 
dent its a grind law ami will practl 
rally give u title to one-fourth of all 
th*- Iron In the 
tate and won’t cost 
us a cent. 
Let the operator- forfeit, 
their base lf we squeeze them tort 
haul 
Who cares? 
The land 
will 
go har k to the first owner and we 
will keep on taxing It till somebody 
dor* mine it, and lf they can't or 
don't pay their faxes the state will 
get til* whole cheese on tax titles. 
I 
tell you George thI 
is a good Scheme 
and lf it is worked right we won't 
have to pay much state tax ar long 
as the iron lasts. 
Home people propose to amend the 
bill MO that th* 
taxes will go Into 
the county to be disbursed by and 
for the benefit of th* people who pay 
it Just like all other taxes on all other 
kinds of property. 
This sounds well 
George, but don't stanrl for any such 
amendment 
Thai would squeeze all 
I the Juice out of It. 
Who would offer 


a hill or who would vote for it if it 
didn t pay our taxes for us? 
Remember George, that we are af­ 
ter th** "Steel Trust.” 
Make that 
your slogan 
work It hard; it takes 
with the boys. 
It la probable that 
the st eel trust can tlx the price of fin­ 
ished iron, and when It meets any 
extra burden In taxes, freight, dock­ 
age. labor or otherwise, it can Juat 
tilt th* safety-valve above and throw 
the hiss onto the consuming public. 
It may he that the steel trust won't 
he touched, and that the smaller op­ 
erator can squeeze it out of their em­ 
ployees. and that th** fee owners can 
or will have to sell their ore at 2ft 
percent off th** present low price. 
As 
to all tills we don’t know', but we 
will get the money anyway, and it 
will look mighty good when we sub­ 
tract it from our tax statement. 
They tell us that this Iron is a 
common heritage and belongs to all 
the people, 
I don’t see how the peo­ 
ple of Minnesota acquired any special 
right. 
The iron grabbers got their 
Hfb* dltecf from the government with 
no grant or reservation to Minnesot­ 
ans 
It may belong mostly to resi­ 
dents of other states, however that 
may he if we get it into our hands 
they can’t get It away, and that is 
logic enough for me. 
I 
like 
that 
common heritage business; if it is 
worked well we will get all the iron 
Just for the printing of the law; but 
what I don’t understand about this 
hill Is why do we give the iron grab­ 
bers any of It 
why give them 20 
cents a t*m and we only keep five? 
If we own any of It we own it all 
and we ought not to give it away - 
ut least to that gang of tax-dodgers. 
I don’t se** why the Inventors of this 
scheme didn’t cut deeper. 
Possibly 
th•• y thought it would look too much 
like grand larceny and wouldn’t pass, 
and po.- si lily they intend to come back 
next time and 
take 
the 
balance. 
Guess may tx* they know what they 
a re doing. 
lf I u nd er sta nd this common herit­ 
age hostiles* it la a financial branch 
of socialism applied in spots so as to 
cover uh much property and as few 
voter as p o s s ib le 
I never did fancy 


h iclalism. but if Its going to pay our 
state t a x i s for us th at makes a diff­ 
erence. 
We can work it while the 
Iron Inst*, then drop It, or we might 
then 
apply 
It 
to timb er and stone 
quar rie s and clay hanks and possibly 
the land 
We a r e safe so long as we 
ton* Ii up the minority and the rest of 
us stand to g et he r. 
Re member George, that this iron 
Is shipped out of the state and we 
will never get another whack at it. 
Our enemy says that for every ton 
of or*' the operator-* bring Its full 
value Into the state and leave it here 
as a permanent taxable asset, and 
with it they bring a dollar and a half 
more und leave it here In the same 
way. 
As a taxing proposition It may 
b« that w* swap «»ne dollar for five. 
lf we add the $1.50 to the ore in la­ 
bor before we tax It we will get five 
times as much taxes, and that’s what 
a*- are after. 
It may not Induce out­ 
rider.* to bring their money Into the 
state, but it sure would Induce them 
to leave It here. 
AB this talk they 
make against the tax has no more 
logic than "Mother Goose" and you 
don’t want to answer It. 
Juat tell 
the boy# that the Iron men leave 
great uutaxable holes full of dirty 
water which are a disgrace to our 
beautiful state.

HIGH COST OF FOOD PROBE 


House Inserts $400,000 Item In Sundry 
Civil Bill. 


Washington, 
Fob. 26.- An amend 
ment to the sundry civil hill, appro­ 
priating $400,000 for an investigation 
by the federal trade commission of the 
high cost of food, passed the house, 
83 to 51. 
Tile investigation was ordered by 
President Wilson, who directed par­ 
ticular attention be given to charges 
of combinations to control food prices. 
The department of agriculture was 
asked to assist. 
The trade commission has outlined 
an investigation to last six months 
and go into every detail of food pro­ 
duction and distribution. 
If the ap­ 
propriation is approved by the senate 
the commission will start immediately 
on the Inquiry, taking up the packing 
industry first. 


A Wonderful Plant Whose Vapor May 
Be Set Aflame. 
The “ burning bush,” which Is known 
to botanists as the Dictaninus fraxl- 
tieila, is regarded as one of the most 
wonderful plants In the world. 
This 
plant is native to western Asia. though 
it Is now found in some gardens of the 
temperate zone. 
In connection with 
tim d ic ta mnus It is rather remarkable 
that the species is common where tin- 
incident of Muses and the burning bush 


is said to have occurred. 
A great many people who grow the 
plant a re quito unaware of its strange 
habits. 
As a matter of fact, tile dic­ 
ta mans secretes a fragrant essential 
oil in great abundance, which, botanists 
sayk is |M‘odueed in especially large 
quantities 
by flu* 
flower steins, 
iii 
warm weather volatilizing so that tin* 
air surrounding (lie plant is impreg­ 
nated. 
Further, this vujjor is highly 
Inflammable, and if a naked flame Is 
brought near to tin- plant tin* fumes at 
once take lire with a most singular re­ 
sult. 
The w hole plant is surrounded 
with crackling, shooting flames reddish 
iii color and leaving a highly aromatic 
odor behind them. 
The burning bush 
does not seem to lie injured In any way 
by Hie fire, for the flames do not actu­ 
ally come Into contact with the plant 
Itself. 
Several conditions are needful lf tile 
experiment with tile burning bush is to 
be a success. 
Thus it is essential that 
the air should be very dry and warm; 
also that there should be practically no 
wind, 
The liest effects are secured 
only just after the opening of the flow­ 
ers. 
it will be realized flint these con­ 
ditions cannot always be relied upon. 
A plan has recently been devised by 
means of which the inflammable na­ 
ture of the vapors given (Jilt by the 
dictuuiuMs may be shown with star­ 
tling clTeot. 
A strong plant of the burning bush 
is raised in a pot. 
At tin* time when 
the flowers are Just reaching perfec­ 
tion the plant is placed in a glass ja r 
or a ease. 
This Is closely covered for 
some hours before tile time of tile ex- 
{(criment. 
On removing the cover a 
light is held over the plant, w hen there 
Is at once a tremendous outburst of 
Hallie. 
So great may be the rush of 
fire that the experimenter is cautioned 
to keep his face aw ay from the top of 
the jar, as a serious burn is not by any 
means out of tho question. 
After an 
Interval of an hour or so with the ja r 
or case cloned up the experiment may 
bi* repented with sim ilar results.—Den­ 
ver News,

NEW TRADE FLEET IS 
AIMED AT U-BOATS 


MEETING SLIGHT OPPOSITION 


London 
Reports 
That 
Only 
Small 


Bodies of Troops Are Being Employ­ 


ed— Fighting on Tigris River Shows 


Turks Losing Ground Slowly. 


London, Feb. 26.—The British troops 
In the Ancre region of France are re­ 
ported by the London war office to 
have taken additional ground from the 
Germans, 
including 
the 
village 
of 
Serre and several 
important points 
farther east. 
In these operations, al­ 
though they were carried on over a 
wide front, only small bodies of troops 
were engaged and only slight opposi­ 
tion was met. 
Another raid was carried out by the 
British east of Vierstraat, Belgium. 
Here on a front of 500 yards th*- B rit­ 
ish entered the German trenches, in­ 
flicting heavy casualties on the or 
eupants, destroyed dugouts and other 
works and took fifty-three prisoners. 
The Germans near Ypres invaded 
British trenches 
under 
cover of a 
heavy bombardment, but later were 
ejected. 
A belated British official communi­ 
cation dealing with tile fighting along 
the Tigris river shows that In addi­ 
tion 
to 
having 
occupied 
Turkish 
trenches over a front of nearly 2,000 
yards 
in the 
Sannaiyat 
region last 
week the British troops also were able 
to cross to the left bank of the Tigris 
in the Shumran bend, west of Kut-Kl- 
Amara.

New York, Feb. 26.— It Is stated in 
rraritimo circles here that New York 
shortly will witness the arrival of a 
fleet of Britain ’s finest merchant ships, 
sent to carry to England their share 
of foodstuffs, steel billers, copper and 
explosives to put into England a huge 
store of goods on which drafts can be 
made in * ase of an emergency created 
by submarine depredations. 
The fleet will contain the Aquitanla, 
45,000 tons; th** Olympic, 46,000 tons; 
the 
Mauretania. Belgenland and 
La 
France of 33,000 tens each and th** 
Paid* and Statendam of 35,000 tons 
the last named on Its maiden voyage. 
The big ships have been in hospital 
or transport service. 
The submarine 
damage has been so great, however, 
that Great Britain is understood to 
have determined to divert them tem­ 
porarily to the New York and Quebec 
trade to rush supplies across the sea. 
Tile big v e s se l are not only the larg­ 
est, but also the swiftest in service. 
They w ill probably be convoyed all the 
way across the Atlantic,
